TH Association of Chambers of Com- 
merce of the Irish Free State held 
its annual meeting yesterday in Dublin. 
Following an address by the President of 
the Association, Mr. Edward McArdle 
(Drogheda), two subjects of importance 
were considered. 

As regards the first, there was unanimity 
in demanding votes in Local Government 
elections, and power to act on local bodies, 
for representatives of limited liability 
was pointed out that

The President's address was devoted 
largely to a statement of the need for 
further economies in State expenditure in 
“der to reduce the burden of taxation. 


PRESIDENT’S SPRECH. 


TAXATION STILL TOO HIGH. 

Mr. Edward McArdle, at the outset, of his 
presidential address, claimed that the. Asso- 
cation now spoke on behalf of those who 
vere identified with the industrial and com- 
mercial life of the country. The business com- 
munity. he urged, must improve its position 
and increase its influence by increasing the 
membership of the existing Chambers of Com- 
merce. 

Reviewing the year, Mr, MeArdle remarked 
that the currency changes in Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State had been carried 
through without disturbance. Whatever diffi-. 
there had been, and whatever ob-: 
had had to be overcome, they had fot 
been apparent to the average citizen, who

These 
people should be induced to invest capital 
in Irish enterprises by a conservative policy | 
of steady progress under ‘political and 
economical stability. The Mimster for 
Finance will receive the support of the com- 
mercia| community for any conservative treat- 
ment of finance, 
BURDEN OF TAXATION. 

While substantial reductions have been 
made in taxation during the past few years, 
the total amount which is raised at present is 
a matter of deep concern to the people of a 
small agricultural country. As early as 
184-6 a Koyal Commission insisted that Ire- 
land suffered from her financial partnership 
with Great Britain through being compell 
fo keep pace in ex iture with a country 
many times richer than herself. In 1912 the 
‘Primrose’’ Committee stated that the 
financial partnership involved Ireland in a 
scale of expenditure beyond the requirements 
and beyond the natural resources of the 
country, particularly since the new era of em- 
loyment of public revenue in social services. 
- 1886 Ireland's revenue exceeded her ex- 
penditure by well over £2,000,000. In 1900 
the excess was £1,684,500. By 1910 the excess 
had been converted into a _ deficit of 
£2,357.500, and from that date until 1914 
Ireland’s services were maintained by contri- 
butions from the British Exchequer. — . 

With the scale of taxation in operation in 
1914 Ireland could not maintain her services. 
It follows that unless increased taxation were 
to be imposed the first obligation on an Irish 
Government would be to reduce the inflated 
expenditure. When the Irish Free State was 
created ,all services, including the new social 
services, were maintained in full. National 
aspirations led to new expenditure on the 
Oireachtas, the Ministry for External Affairs 
and pensions. The civil war saddled the 
country with enormous sums of entirely un- 
remunerative expenditure in Compensation 
and abnormal expenditure on the Army. 

SACRIFICE OF SERVICES. - 

Since the Irish Free State was established 
increased taxation has been avoided by the 
expedient of borrowing, but there is a limit 
to ‘this method of evading immediate pay- 
ment. The annual sums to be found for the 
service of debt soon become a formidable 
obstacle in the path of a Minister for Finance 
who seeks to cast the burden on posterity. — 

Those who do not study the estimates in 
detail will be surprised to learn that the 
money disbursed “by the Government, apart 
from the maintenance of the machinery of 
government, the law and police, and educa- 
lion, reaches the enormous total of over 
£11,000,000 in loans, grants and similar pay- 
ments, such as pensions, compensation, etc. 

the Minister for Finance has repeatedly 
told us that the voices calling for reduced 
taaation are drowned in the clamour for more 
loans, more grants, more services. If, after 
thorough investigation, it is found that 
economies cannot be made without scrapping 
some services, and if it be considered that 
the present taxation is more than the country 
can bear, the whole community must be pre- 
pared to face the sacrifice of services which, 
however admirable in themselves, the country 
cannot afford. 

DE-RATING. ) 

At each of our Jast two general meetings 
we requested the Government to investigate 
the possibilities of reducing local taxation. 
In his‘ Budget speech the Minister for Finance 
‘tated in connection with de-rating that it 
vas the intention of the Government, to 
explore the whole matter of local government. 
\e hope some g may come of this 
exploration, and that there may be found 
some method of achieving an actual reduction 


In the past we have often complai that 
Ireland suffered from the latins =. 
desi for industrial England, and, there. 
fore, unsuitable for agriculturalilreland, I am 

to think that de-rating comes under 
we. category, No resolution on the subject 
de-rating will be placed before you at this 
meeting; but it is a subject that will, I am 
sure, be discussed by. the Chambers in the 
coming. year. 
CITY MANAGERS. 

The Chambers of Commerce approved of the 
principle of the Cork City Management Bill, 
which was passed through the Dail during 
the year. is bill, whilst safeguarding the 
principle of popular representation, introduces 


modern business methods into local adminis- 
tration for the first time. ~The work of 
public boards has increased very much in 


| recent years, with the result that it is not 


possible for public representatives’ to 
administer local affairs efficiently by attendin 
occasional meetings. The Cork City Bill 
leaves in the hands of the public representa- 
tives that part of local administration which 
they can deal with effectively. As the Go- 
vernment is investigating the question of local 
administration, it would be opportune for the 
Chambers of Commerce to explore during the 
ear the question of city managers for the 
arger towns, and also for groups of smaller 
towns. 
FARM FINANCE. 

The fall in the prices of agricultural pro- 
duce is naturally disappointing to the 
farmer; but the hard fact must be faced that 
the Free State farmer can only obtain world 
prices for his produce. It is, therefore, 
paramount that he must receive the assistance 
of the Government in keeping his cost of 
production at the lowest possible level. Any 
unreasonable increase in the price of his raw 
material or of his labour, due to increased 
cost of living. will seriously handicap him in 
competing with his rivals in other countries. 

I will only deal with one aspect of the 
agricultural policy of the Free State Govern- 
ment—the division of land into small farms. 
In some countries where a similar ; licy has 
been pursued the new owners, through lack 
of capital, were unable to finance their hold- 
ings, and large tracts of land went out of 
‘cultivation. There is nothing that would 
‘militate so ‘mach against Yncreased production 
as a peasant proprietorship without sufficient 
rapital to make the best use of the land. 
Some relationship must be established 
between the speed at which the land is 
divided and the a f capital which is 
available to finance the holdings. I cm sure 
that our capable Minister for Agriculture 
will take steps to prevent such a*dcadigck 
occurring in the Free State. 

, “ee BANK DEPOSITS. 

The old indicators of the state of trade 
in ‘Ireland have for various reasons become 
unreliable, and the Free State has not been 
long enough established™to enable us to find 
satisfactory indicators of- its progress or to 
deal authoritatively with the statistics pro- 
vided. I will only draw your attention to 
one fact. Since 1621 every year until last 
year saw a diminuation. of the deposits in 
the banks. Last year showed a reversal of 
this trend, the deposits increasing by 
£2,000,000. The regently completed Census 
of Production will, Í hope, give a jumping 
off ground from: whith to 
statistics in the future. 

The recent statistics in regard to the

are of great interest to the Free State by 
reason of the fact that livestock is our prin- 
cipal export. The decrease should in time 
cause a large demand for Irish cattle and 
favourably affect prices. So far no change 
in the position is apparent, but some time 
must elapse before the shortage is felt on the 
world’s markets. All recent pronouncements 
and statistics EX to a slow but steady 
increase in ritish trade, which must 
ultimately make itself felt in this eountry. 
There are two duties before the business 
mau in the Saorstat, The first is to take a 
more active :nterest in the economics of local 
government ; ome need not be a member of a 
public body to do this. The second is to 
develop an ejually active interest in national 
affairs. We must endeavour to get away from 
an attitude of indifference. The apathy of 
its best and most responsible citizens can 
retard the prosperity of a country by allowing 
those with’ little experience to guide its 
destinies. Jf every business man would play 
his part the work would fall lightly on all. 
The President, at the conclusion of his 
address, moved the adoption of the annual

THE NORTH’S EXAMPLE. 


Mr. D. J. Cogan (Dublin) moved :—': That 
in view of the increase in the number of 
limited liability companies in the Irish Free 
State, this Association strongly urges the 
adoption of the principle of votes for com- 
panies at the local government elections.” He 
stated that the matter was an urgent one, in 
view of the fact that the Greater Dublin Bill 
was to be ‘ntroduced in the Oireachtas in the 
autumn. A deputation had been appointed 
to wait on the Minister for Local Government, 
to put before him the views of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, and to request the 
Government to introduce a clause in the bill 
giving the same rights to limited liability com- 

nies which the Government of Northern 
reland had given. When the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1898 was passed there were about 
500 public companies in the area now known 
as the Free State. In 1928 there were about 
17,150, which showed the rapid growth of the 
public companies in the country and the 
desire on the part of individual business men 
and capitalists to form their businesses into 
limited liability companies. By the operation 
of the Local Government Act of 1898, public 
companies were not entitled to vote at local 
government elections. 

DEPRIVED OF VOTES. 

The capital invested in these 17,150 com- 
panies represented about £50,000,000. By 
the operation of converting private businesses 
into public companies, the business men who 
did so deprived themselves of any right to 
vote, or to join in anywhere whatever in 
the administration of local government. They 
had all heard the slogan that there should

TECHNICAL ‘TRAINING. 


THE NEEDS OF INDUSTRY. 


A resolution stood ong the agenda recom- 
mending that a larger portion of the money 
allocated for education should be allotted to 
industria] technical instruction, and that 
steps should be taken to ensure that primary 
education raised the pupils to a standard 
which would enable them to assimilate the 
napesrial and commercial jnstruction  pro- 
vided, 

Mr. John Good, T.D., said that before he 
Proposed the resolution he would like to 
hear what was to be said in connection with 
the amendment to the resolution which came 
from Cork, 

Mr. H. A. Pelly (Cork) moved as an 
amendment to the resolution: '' That in view 
of the likely industrial development in this 
country this Association (Cork Chamber of 
Commerce) strongly urges on the Government 
the necessity for providing increased grants 
for technical and commercial education. It is 
imperative that a full scheme of technical 
education should be formulated for this 
country, as the Association is aware of the 
sage lack of trained employés for the 
rm of Messrs. Henry Ford and Son, Cork, 
as well as many industries in the Irish Free 
State ”’ 

He said that the Ford Company employed 

4,000 hands in Cork, at wages amounting to 
amounting to £20,000 a week, and these men 
were drawn from all parts of the country, and 
it benefited all parts: of the country, either 
directly or indirectly With the exception 
of technical men they were all Irishmen, and 
per cent of the money paid by Messrs. 
Ford, of Cork, went into Irish pockets and 
was spent in Ireland. The same could not be 
said of other industries. The Ford people 
complained that they could not get boys with 
technical knowledge, and that was the reason 
they brought forward the resolution as an 
amendment to the other resolution. 
Mr. J. C. Foley (Cork), seconding the amend- 
ment, said that it should not be taken as 
looking for money that was not worth while, 
but it should be regarded as referring to a 
reproductive investment. The matter had 
been brought home to them by the demand 
from the Ford factory for boys who had got 
technical and commercial inatruction. é 
further mentioned that the Ford firm had to 
send over a large batch of boys from England. 
NOT CORK ONLY, 
Mr. John Good said that the same problem 
existed in every part of the Free State. It 
was not a Cork problem, but a national pro- 
blem all over the Free State. It would re- 
quire very strong argument to get the Dail in 
the present condition of affairs to give a 
larger amount for the purposes of education. 
He mentioned that one-seventh of the total 
income of the Government was going to 
education. He would not cavil at the amount 
spent on education, but he thought they 
might get better results from that sum than 
they were getting. 

Mr. D. J. Cogan said that the present 
Government was perpetuating a system of 
education that the country was suffering from 
since the Education Board was first estab- 
lished. MKeferring to the teaching of Irish, he 
said that the system which was being per- 
petuated was all wrong, and must be altered 
by the educational authorities. There was a 
great need for vocational education. 

Mr. George Ryan (Limerick) said that they 
were all unanimous behind the principle in 
the resolution and the amendment. He 
favoured the Dublin resolution because he 
believed that the education vote was already

WASTE ON IRISH. 
Mr. M. McDonagh, T.D. (Galway), said 
that the Government could afford the money 
necessary from the moneys at present being 
spent on the teaching of Irish. At present 
children in the Gaeltacht were not being 
taught English properly. The whole educa- 
tion system would have to be recast. He 
did not want to say more, as if he did he 
might say too much. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Downes (Sligo) supported the Dublin 
resolution. . i 
Mr. Pelly (Cork) said that he was afraid 
that if they asked the Ministe? to clip off 
some of the other educational grants ,he would 
reply that he was constantly receiving com- 
plaints that these other grants were being 
starved for funds. 
Mr. T. J. Kenny (Galway) said that he 
thought it unfortunate that the question of 
Irish had been introduced. As a matter of 
fact, there were Mimsters to-day in favour 
of compulsory Irish because of extreme op- 
position to it. It was not true that the teach- 
ing of Irish had made their people less 
literate. On the contrary, the people of the 
Gaeltacht were now ming a bilingual 
people, and the rest of the country would 
follow.
